Victoria Harbor Gots $20,000 — Other 
Provincial Appropriations. 

Ottawa. March 12. — (Special) — The 
estimates for tlie coming fiscal year nine 
months to March Mist uexl were pre- 
sented late tonight. The total to be 
voted on consolidated fund account is 
$ol,r»9-i,532, which on the basis of this 
year's estimates, when ?o0,l 78,033 was 
voted, shows proportionately a very 
slight reduction. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, that in addition to' these estimate ; 
§12,600,060 has to be provided for the 
redemption of debt, loans falling due in 
England, making eighty millions approx- 
imately as covering the year's estimates.

1ho Land Act the timber goes with the 
hind: the company reserve the timber 
except for I he erection of settlers' build- 
ings, and foes are imposed on timber 
used for any other purpose. This was 
o flagrant violation of the provisions of 
the Land Act. Such onerous conditions 
■wero never contemplated by the Land 
Act. If was true that the rolling stock 
■was not taxable until ten years bad 
expired, but that should not apply to 
the binds. The president of the (J. K. 
had valued these lands at very high fig- 
ure— $10,000,000 at least. 

Shuswap & Okanagan Railway

duction, exhibition, improvement, pur- 
chase and sale of pure bred live stock. 

A bill intituled An Act to amend the 
Victoria Terminal Railway and bevvy 
Act. lOOt, . ' ,; 

A bill intituled An Act to amend the 
Vancouver Incorporation Act, 11100. 
Municipal Clauses Act 

On the consideration of the act lo con- 
solidate and amend the Municipal 
Clauses Act,' Mr. lCvans moved Ins 
"local option" clauses, - already printed, 
which were taken as read. He urged 
that local option was becoming more gen- 
eral daily, and as the principle was ap- 
plied to almost every other class of leg- 
islation there was no reason why it 
should not also apply to the sale of 
tiquor. Tills only went a step further 
than the proposal already before the 
house to curtail the number of licences. 

Mr. Drury endorsed the resolution. 
He thought the clause requiring the pe- 
tition for a plebiscite to be signed by 25 
per cent, of the voters on the list was 
a sufficient protection for all interest 
The principle of the referendum was 
gaining favor, and it should not be ex- 
cluded from application to the drink 
question. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaita said for two 
hundred years laws had utterly failed to 
benefit the public. No man was low 
enough to sell liquor except under com- 
pulsion. Take away the profit and the 
production would cease. He objected 
to tinkering with local option. 

The motion was defeated by 1-1 to 11. 
yeas — Drury, King, Brown, Jones, 
Evan's, Oliver, Henderson, Paterson, 
Hall, Cameron, Manson — 11. Nays — 
Davidson, Ha wtbornthwaite, Williams, 
McBride, Clifford, Bowser, Fraser, Boss, 
Green, Fulton, Garden, Taylor, Young, 
Shatford — 14. 

Mr. Boss moved an amendment "that 
this act come into force on .Tune 14th, 
1900." Carried. 

The report was adopted and passed 
the third reading. 

House Passed Supplies 

Hon. Mr. Tntlow moved the report oil 
the supply bill, which passed. 

Mr. Garden moved the third rending 
or the Vancouver Incorporation Act. 
Agreed. 

Mr. Fraser moved the adoption of 
the report on the West Kootenay Power 
and Light Company's Act. 

Mr. J. B. Brown moved in amendment 
lo strike out section 15 as adopted March 
lOt.b and insert in lien thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

The lieutenant- governor in coun- 
cil shall have the right from time to 
time to lix the maximum and minimum 
rates which may be charged by the said 
company for power, light and heat sup- 
plied, or which may be supplied, by the 
said copipnuy to the inhabitants, cities, 
towns, mines, smelters, railways and 
tramways tor any purpose whatever in 
the districts of Y'ale and Kootenay, and

the said company shall not have the 
right, or power to charge or collect any 
rate or charge in excess thereof.." 

In supporting the amendment, Mr. 
Brown said that the question was a dif- 
ficult one to deal with, and he thought 
the interests of the Cascade company 
would be sufficiently protected by giving 
the lieutenant-governor in council power 
to fix the rates. 

The amendment was defeated- -by 14 
to 11. 

The Pacific Coast Fire Insurance 
Company's Act passed report stage. 

Mr. Cameron moved tlie report on 
the Municipal Elections Act. 

Mr. Hall moved the following as new 
clauses: 

The said chapter 08 is hereby amend- 
ed by adding thereto the following sec- 
tion: 

II shall be unlawful for any muni- 
cipal election to provide to or for any 
elector, or to or for any inhabitant of 
the municipality, or any person being 
within the municipality, from the day 
of nomination until after the day of said 
election, any cockade, ribbon, or other 
mark of distinction, and no person shall 
use at any municipal election flags, ban- 
ners, placards or bills in any way con- 
ueruing or having reference to the mu- 
nicipal election, whether carried by hand 
or upon vehicles at any such municipal 
election. Any person committing an of- 
fence, against the provision of this sec- 
tion shall, in addition to any other pun- 
ishment or consequence provided for by 
statute, bo liable upon summary con- 
viction before a justice of the peaco to 
a penalty not exceeding !?50. 

It shall be unlawful for any candidate 
for election at any -municipal election on 
tho day of election to distribute m or in 
the vicinity of any polling station, cards 
DC printed matter containing representa- 
tions or ballot papers or ballut marks, 
or any invitation to vote for any candi- 
dnlo or candidates. 

The report was adopted. I he bill 
was read a third time and passed. 
Steam Boiler Inspection 
The house went into adjourned com- 
mittee on the Steam Boiler Inspection 
Act, with Mr. Murphy in tlie chair. 

Mr. Evans moved to add at end of 
sub-section (5a),' section 1!. line 15, the 
following words: "and any farm engine 
and boiler up to twenty horse-power." 
The amendment passed. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite proposed Hint 
drying and heating, plants be exempted. 
He then moved thai the committee rise, 
but this was voted down by 14 to 0. 

Mr. Oliver moved that where heal was 
only kept for the purpose of maintaining 
steam a lifth-ehiss engineer might be 
left in charge of boilers. This was car- 
ried without a division. 

Mi\ Hhwthbruthw.ait'e read u number; 
of letters-objecting to the' bill,. and then 
moved that the committee rjsei report 




progress and ask leave to sit again. The 
mnlion was lost. 

The house then adjourned to S:30 to- 
night. 

Evening Session 

The House resumed at 8:30 on the re- 
port stage of the West Kootenay Pow- 
er and Light Company's Bill. 

Mr. Bowser moved to strike all words 
ont of section i! after the word "coun- 
cil." 

.". Before exercising any of Hie rights 
powers or privileges by this Act given 
or conferred, the West Kootenay Bow- 
er and Light Company, Limited, shall 
obtain the sanction or the lieutenant 
governor in council, who shall impose 
such terms as may be just and equit- 
able, after taking into consideration the 
rights, powers, privileges and priorities, 
if any, now enjoyed by any other com- 
pany, at present operating mid supply- 
ing 'light, heat and power in .the said 
District of Y'ale. 

The amendment carried by 15 to 14. 

Mr. Eraser then moved that the Bill 
be reported with amendment. This was 
agreed to. Mr. Eraser then wished to 
take tlie third reading. Mr. Wright, the 
member for Ymir objected— with the re- 
sult that the Bill was killed. 

The House went into adjourned com- 
mittee on tlie Steam Boiler Inspection 
Act with Mr. Murphy in the chair. 

Mr. Hawthorntlrwaite moved to 
amend section 3 by permitting a fifth 
class engineer to take charge of tiny 
logging engine and boiler or any farm- 
ing engine and boiler not exceeding 20 
horse power, but such experience shall 
not count when applying for a higher 
grade certificate. 

Mr. Oliver objected that a man 
might spend four or five years at work 
of this class and become at any rate 
partially qualified for a higher position 
— it would be a great hardship if this 
did not count. 

Mr. Oliver moved an amendment to 
the effect that the "proviso" be struck 
out. This was carried by the casting 
vote of the chairman. Mr. Hawtlioru- 
thwaite's amendment then carried 
without the proviso. 

The committee rose and reported the 
Bill complete with amendment. The re- 
port was adopted and the Bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

The House went into committee on 
the Liquor Traffic Regulation Bill with 
Mr. Garden in the chair. The Bill pass- 
ed committee report and third reading. 

The adjourned debate on the second 
reading of tlie Tramway Car Act was 
continued and on -it being put to the 
vote, fifteen voted for and fifteen against 
the speaker decided that at this late 
stage it. was his duty to vote against 
the Bill; lie did so and it was accord- 
ingly killed.

Hon. I!. McBride, then moved that 
the House adjourn for ten minutes 
ponding the arrival ol his honor tho Hea- 
tenant jrovernor.

PROROGATION. 

At 10 o'clock lust evening, His Honor 
the Ijiciiteunnt Governor entered the 
Legislative clinmbor and proceeded to 
prorogue Hie. assembly, wliich 1ms sat for 
two month s n ml n driy. Apart from the 
programme which \vn« placed in his 
hands by-thc government, the event wns 
particularly notable from the fact (lint 
ii was in all probability the last occasion 
upon which he will officiate in n similar 
capacity in this .province, or, of course, 
in any other province and I here is no 
doubl that every person present at. the 
closing last evening folt deeply a regret 
that this should he true. It was no- 
ticeable, however, that Sir Henri was In 
■robust health, considering his age, and to 
all appearances he has a considerable per- 
iod of activity before him. Having in 
view his popularity, the activity of his 
body ami mind, and the -satisfaction 
•with which he has discharged his du- 
ties, the Dominion government would 
do well to consider the advisability of 
continuing his services for sonic time 
"longer Kegarding the actual record of 
the Legislature, which did a great deal 
of hard work within a short time, wc 
cannot deal fully with it this issue.. 
There was nothing of a very special 
character, but it was .practical, on right 
lines and in accordance with the re- 
quirement's of development. Next ses- 
sion \will be the last berore a general 
election. Contrary to the predictions of 
the opposition there are no indications of 
:t dissolution before the expiry of the 
present term of parliament. The only 
matter of exceptional interest during 
Hie session just closed was the Knien 
Island investigation, wliich must prove i 
"boomerang" for the party which ex- 
ploited if with a view lo damaging se- 
xiously, if not defeating, the government.

KAIEN ISLAND INVESTIGATION. 

In dealing with this question in a 
comprehensive way. we propose lo 
[follow the lines laid down by 
the leader, of the opposition ami con- 
sider his presentation of (lie case step 
•by step! "We propose to snow from the 
evidence that his promises are wrong 
and his conclusions wrong and mislead- 
in:.'. 

Since the Metiride administration 
came into power the opposition have 
met with a series of disappointments 
that have tended to a state of despera- 
tion. Every effort made to discredit the 
.government lias proved abortive, and 
all preceding issues have been laid aside 
and forgotten. They raised an uproar 
Over the disposition of tin; Bast Koot- 
eri'ay coal and oil lands. That is dead 
and buried. The government's filinil- 
cial policy was next attacked with 
great vigor, and an appeal was made to 
the countrj to resist taxation. The peo- 
ple understood the situation from a busi- 
ness point of view and failed lo respond. 
>>'o longer is tho cry of "overburdened" 
taxpayers heard in the laud. As the 
government was pursuing a ruinous 
course in respect to the farmer, wiio 
continues to prosper like a green bay 
tree, so the government's limber policy 
Was to have encompassed the destruc- 
tion of the timber industry. It never 
was more prosperous in its history than 
nt t he present; time. 

The people were to have expressed 
their disapprobation and "hurled" the 
government from office upon j the first 
opportunity available. Throe by-elec- 
tions have taken place, and in each the 
government was sustained with evi- 
dences of increasing confidence. In the 
Alberni election the government won a 
seat from the opposition. So it has ^-one 
on from time to time. The government 
was to have been defeated on its rail- 
way policy. It. is still surviving with 
good majorities. Nothing has stuck, 

The next general elect inn is approach- 
ing and the Knien isinnd scandal was 
(hatched with the hopes of producing a 
'Tnul brood." We say "hatched," be- 
cause the "revelations" have been incub- 
ating for some time. In metaphor, 
Messrs. Macdounld and Oliver bavo 
"sat" Upon the Knien island nest for 
motitlm with grandmotherly euro and 
piratotwiec— With what success we shall 
proceed lo HllOW, The public must not 
be deceived by w much "cueklljig," es- 



pecially when Mr, Oliver does the 
"cackling." We can assure them that it 
is the false alarm that not infrequently 
proceeds from that gentleinnn's political 
poultry ynrd. In truth, the "sitting" 
was not real eggs at all. They are- of 
the porcelain door knob variety, known 
as patent "nest eggs"— "marc's ' nest," 
oggs, so to speak. . * 

Let us consider the serious proposi- 
tions presented by the lender of the op- 
position. .First, be submits that Kaicn 
Island was not included in the reserve 
placed on the Tsimpsean peninsula in 
1801, and tjicrefoi-e, was open to the lo- 
cations made by holders of South Afri- 
ca scrip; who were thus deprived of 
their rights under the bind. He submits 
that as an isinnd, Knien Isinnd wns not 
part of the peninsula, arid as far back 
as 18S6 a document was filed in the 
lands and works office, containing a 
general definition, of the boundaries of 
the Innd in the proposed Indian re- 
serve. In this document, reference is 
made to "Knien Island" which must 
have then been known to exist. In Mr. 
Tuck's map of 'Iiin survey of the Indian 
reserve in question which contains some 
7U,000 acres, a portion of Knien Island 
is also shown, lie argues that the of- 
ficials of the land department must 
have 'had knowledge of Kaicn Island 
from these official facts. 

There nre just two observations to 
make respecting this contention. The 
document of 188(1 was filed to give no- 
tice of the proposed boundaries of the 
Indian reserve, and would not he close- 
ly scrutinized by the officials. In fact, 
it was the mere formal filing wliich 
takes place in the vase of all Indian re- 
serves, prior to survey. Whether it was 
the duty of the officials lo apprise 
themselves of nil the contents, we can r 
not say; but whether it. is, or is not, the 
plan of the survey made by .Mr. Tuck 
of the Indian reservation was not filed 
until 1802, or the year following tlwj 
placing of the reserve on the Tsimpsean 
peninsula. 

Whatever may have been the facts 
contained in the documents filed in the 
lauds and works department, it is evi- 
dent that in 1801 it was not within the 
knowledge of the then chief commission- 
er (Mr, George Forbes Vernon), that 
there was a Knien Island as such. This 
is clearly shown by the evidence of Mr. 
W/S. Gore, the late deputy commission- 
er of lands and works. But Mr. Mac- 
donald nllegcs. that it was not possible 
to know what wns in Mr. Vcrnou'a 
mind so long ago. Mr. Gore, we may 
say, was the official expert of the de- 
partment upon whose advice and reports 
all such matters were decided. He 
therefore, knew what was in the chief 
commissioner's mind, because in a very 
special sense he was the official mind 
of the chief commissioner. 

As far as the reserve itself is cxin- 
cerned, the real question, however, is: 
Was it intended that what is noiv 
known us Knien Isinnd should be in- 
cluded in the reserve? Mr. W. f>. Gore 
who above all other men should know, 
says it was. Hut we have the explicit 
terms of the order in council creating 
the reserve. The southern boundary 
was a line drawn due west from the 
head of Work channel, which if extend- 
ed to the limits of the Indian reserva- 
tion, includes all or nearly all of Knien 
outside of the Indian reserve. It must 
be borne in mind that at .the time the 
reserve was created, 1S!*1^ there wns no 
exact survey of the coast at that point, 
and that: the old admiralty chart used 
by the department did not show Kaien 
Island except as part of the continent 
and must, as the lawyers say, he read 
into the interpretation of the order in 
council creating the reserve. There is, 
therefore, no doubt that Kaien Island 
was intended to he, and was, included 
in the reserve. However, to remove 
doubts an order in council passed in 
1001, especially reserved Kaien Island. 

We come next to the appeal mi be- 
half of |he South African veterans, who 
were deprived of their rights under the 
law; from locating South African scrip 
on Kaien Island. One would imagine 
that the heroes, of wnom we are all. 
proud and to whom we would gladly do 
full justice in recognition of their worth, 
had boon badly, ecurvily treated, in or- 
der that "a band of adventures," might 
be favored. We have before us a list 
of those who held scrip, and who en- 
deavored to locate it on Kaien Island, 
and not one of the holders, with the ex- 
ception of II. M. Daly, of Vancouver, 
had done service in South Africa. In 
each case the scrip had been purchased 
from others. Even in the case of Mr. 
Daly the laud scrip used was nut his 
own. In each case the holders of .scrip 
was a speculator in the same sense that 
La r sen and Anderson were speculators. 
So that this pica of ill-requited patriot- 
ism falls to the ground. The legality 
of the reserve stands and has been 
confirmed by the House in adopting 
the report of the investigating commit- 
tee. 

Wo have now to consider the public 
policy involved in the action of the gov- 
ernment in dealing with the reserved 
area of the Kaien Island by selling it 
under a section of tho Land Act to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific for terminal pur- 
poses. The. opposition bold that the 
government did not possess authority un- 
der section 30 to dispose of it, other 
than in the mnnner provided for in sec- 
tions of the Land Act and in special 
nets with reference ■ lo South African 
scrip. In other words, they hold that 
the land in question was legally dis- 
posed of, that His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant Governor wns wrongly advised and 
that the government obtained the order- 
in-council contrary to "both the spirit 
and letter of the • law"— probably the 
most serious charge in connection with 
the whole mntter, and ono which if 
proved, would justiry His Honor in nct- 
i:ik independently of the fact, that the 



government was sustained by a majority 
of the Legislature. 

The "minority report" holds that the 
sellirir of such a tract of land to the 
railway company, notwithstanding that 
section 30 excludes the making of such 
grants by way of bonus for the con- 
struction of railways, was an induce- 
ment to ' jhe Grand Trunk Pacific to 
construct the railway to the particular 
point in question and in that sense wns 
"a bonus to n ,railway." If the govern- 
ment, as is claimed, strained the law in 
the Kaicn Isinnd deal, the effort was 
infinitesimal as compared with the 
strain necessary to regard the disposal 
of 10,000 acres of land for fl an acre, 
with ' certain conditions attached, as 
a bonus. The suggestion is absurd on 
the face of it. The government did not 
offer the 10,000 acres in any sense as 
a bonus or as an inducement to the 
Grand Trunk Pncific to build. They 
wished simply to co-opcrato with the 
company in securing a suitable location 
for a terminus, which is a mntter of 
great public advantage. It was in ev- 
ery sense desirable that a transcontin- 
ental railway should find the best pos- 
sible site not only in its own, but in 
the genera] interest. It was the duty of 
this, or of any other, government to of- 
fer all the facilities possible consistent 
with public rights. A national railway 
in selecting its terminus for national 
purposes deserved consderntioil above 
private considerations, inasmuch as it 
affected provincial interests as well. Any 
attempt to have thrown obstacles in tha 
way nf-the Grand Trunk Pacific on this 
matter would have -been denounced as 
obstructing national enterprise. 

Now, section 30 of the Land Acl 'spec- 
ifically stales that it shall be lawful 
for the Lieutenant Governor in coun- 
cil to make such "special free or partial- 
ly free giants of the unoccupied land or 
unappropriated crown hinds of, the prov- 
ince £>ir the encouragement of immigra- 
tion or OTHER I'UKPOSKS OF PUB- 
LIC ADVANTAGE; not being bo- 
nuses for the construction of 
railways," etc. Mr. Macdonald holds 
that according to the rule of construc- 
tion expressed in the maxim "cjusdem 
generis," the phrase "or other purposes 
of public advantage," is governed by 
"immigration," or, as the maxim has it. 
is "of .the same kind or nature." 

.No one will seriously contend that 
this is one of the cases where the rule 
in question applies. "Immigration," "is 
a word which in itself is as 'comprehen- 
sive as is possible to make it, and the 
phrase "or other purposes of public ad- 
vantage,"' undoubtedly refers not to im- 
migration, but to any other purpose? 
quite distinct from it. which the gov- 
ernment in its judgment might consider 
to he of public advantage. Therefore, 
it is clear, from a legal point of view, 
that the grant' is absolutely valid. What- 
ever grounds upon Which the judgment 
exercised may be criticized, the legality 
of the act itself, is unquestionable. 
There is hot a shadow of doubt about 




It thus remains to discuss the judg- 
ment displayed and the nature of the 
bargain is determined by all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it. Judgment 
and common sense, as we ventured to 
remark on a former occasion, are rela- 
tive in their merits. The point, here 
is that, forgetting altogether for the 
moment the persons who figured in 
the deal, the government might have 
made an error In judgment, without 
Its good intentions or the morality 
of the proceeding being called Into 
question. Did the government make 
a mistake of judgment? V/as the 
sale of Kaien Island, upon the terms, 
not a good bargain for the country? 
In determining that we have several 
matters to consider — the use to which 
the land was to be put, its present use 
and value, its Isolated position, and 
the conditions attached to its disposal. 

■ In a measure, we have already dis- 
posed of the first consideration. The 
use to wliich the island is to be put 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific would, 
under certain conditions, have justified 
the government in making it a gift 
to the company. The conditions would 
have Included a certain interest being 
retained for the province, regulations 
as to waterfront, etc., and In this 
connection we regret that the govern- 
ment did not stipulate for certain 
things such as the setting apart of 
grounds for public purposes, the width 
of streets, the character of drainage, 
and so forth; which In our opinion 
ought to be part of tho provisions in 
connection with all townsltes. How- 
ever, commenting upon the terms as 
they are. the government gets $1 an 
acre for 10,000 acres, retains 2,500 
of the 10,000 as an Interest, and makes 
certain provision for equal rights as 
to foreshore for the Inhabitants of 
this future city. The value of these 
stipulations has to be considered. In 
connection with the „ special circum- 
stances of the case — the natural value 
of the land, its physical character and 
Its situation. We need not empha- 
size the fact, so many times alluded to, 
that the value of the government hold- 
ings increase with the value of the 
real estate Itself and the Importance 
to which this new city of destiny at- 
tains. The $10,000 ceases to be of 
Importance as compared with the pos- 
sibilities of the future. What the 
government retains may yield a mil- 
lion or more. 

But Mr, Macdonald says that if 
2,500 acres prove to be worth a million 
or two millions, what would the whole 
10,000 acres be worth? He forgets 
the old adage about not having our 
cake and eating it. If the govern- 
ment retained It all the land would not 
be a townslte at all, and consequently 
be worth but little more than it Is 
now. The Grand Trunk raclfic would 
have gone elsewhere for a . terminus, 
He.foraretfi that It Is the fact of be- 
coming a terminus that make's any of

He forgets 
that the land is wholly worthless for 
agricultural purposes, that it will be 
vary expensive converting it Into a 
condition for residence, that much Of 
It Is worthless oven as a .townslte, that 
it will take a long time to build up a 
city there, as it has irt yrincouver or 
Victoria, and that lit the end the 
Grand Trunk Pacific will probably not 
make much more out of it than a fair 
profit on the Investment required. As 
a silcrijt partner, the province will con- 
tinue to obtain the benefits of the 
"unearned increment" without assum- 
ing any of the responsibilities. The 
fact that a large city will be built up 
at or near this point will in Itself be 
Of great material benefit to the prov- 
ince, many times paying it for the 
lands if It made a free gift of them. 
But fortunately we are not. left to 
recommend tho bargain on such 
grounds. The government got $10,000 
for lands that arc not worth ?1 an 
acre and never would be for other than 
townsitc purposes. It stands to ulti- 
mately make a million dollars out of 
the deal, more or less, according to 
future developments. Had the rail- 
way gone to Port Simpson, which, of 
course, it may yet do, it would have 
bad to deal with private parties, and 
the government would not have shared 
In the interest it at present has. On 
this point, too, Mr, Macdonald en- 
deavored skilfully to mislead. He said 
that the government had still '3,000 
acres at Port Simpson available as 'a 
townslte. It was pointed out to him 
by Dr. Young that the government 
laud lay considerably back from the 
water and fronted on Work Channel, 
not suitable as a linrbor and the shores 
of which were precipitous. The land 
itself was absolutely worthless, and 
had not been sold hitherto because It 
was worthless. " ' 

On every point, therefore, up to the 
present the opposition have failed to 
prove their case upon facts or upon 
evidence submitted to the committee. 
It Is impossible, however, to deal with 
all the facts and circumstances edi- 
torially In a single Issue, and we shall 
continue their consideration " in our 
next."

Wreckage of two dories of the class 
curried by fishing steamers, a lilebuuy 
anil two tinea niurketl "S. S. Bupora, ' 
parts or iwo oak ship's boats, ceu ours 
and lio.OOO feet o£ lumber has been 
washed ashore on Graham it-land, above 
Skldegute, News; to this effect was 
brought ro Skidegate before tue, steamer 
'lees left the i;ucen Cuirlotte islaml 
Iiort on Wednesday last by n lauclicr 
culled "Mexican Tom," who said that 
some of the large amount of drift lum- 
ber washed ashore was deposited on the 
beach in front of his ranch. 

'i'he Znpuru is a fishing steamer, built 
two or three years ago for i lie halibut 
fishing industry in northern waters, 
usually in Canadian waters. She docs 
not ea!l at Skidegate, not reporting from 
the time she sailed from 'Jtacomu until 
her return. The finding of a lifebuoy 
and oars marked with' the name of the 
Zaporn, and the finding of two dut'.es, 
caused unxicty at Skidegate for the ves- 
sel, needless, however, for the fdeumer 
was safe and at lier desticatieu w»en 
the wreckage was reported. 

The finding of oak boats and drift 
lumber tends to show thai misfortune 
lias befallen some lumber-, firricr, pre- 
sumably a British sailing vessel, for it is 
seldom that the coasting vessels carrying 
lumber have boats of oak in their com- 
plement. What vessel these things came 
ttorn it is impossible to conjecture. The 
fact that they were found on the coast 
of the Queen Charlotte islands dow not 
necessarily indicate that sane mishuu 
befell the vessel which carried them in 
northern waters. The trend of the tide 
and current In the winter months is such 
that wreckage and flotsam of all kinds 
is carried to the Vancouver and Queen 
Charlott coasts, even from fo far south 
us San Francisco.

.Mendocino to Dear Tree point, north of 
Skidegate, on Graham island, the north- 
ernmost of the Queen Charlottes.
